Hereas heretofoze the Loꝛds of the Pꝛiuie Countell to the Queene Our ſiſter 
deceaſed, foꝛ great and weightie cauſes concerning the State, haue endeauo- 
red to ſet downe, and publiſh ſundꝛy Oꝛders, and generall directions fo: mat- 
ters ot Poſting, eſpetially foz the ſpeedie diſpatch of Packets and Letters im· 
poꝛting the Pꝛinctes immediate Affaires, the colour whereof ſeruing pꝛiuate 


turnes, hath greatly fruſtrated their endeauours: 
t is now therefoze, foꝛ the better warrantiſe and direction of Our Poſts,

0 SY thought meete and conuenient , that the fozmer ©G2ders bee reuined, and 
( accozding to the neceſſitie of the times) renewed and publiſhed in Our 


name in manner as followeth. 
I, Irſt, euery Poſt reteiuing a daily Fee, andentertained ſpecially foꝛ the Packet, actoꝛding to 


F the pꝛopoꝛtion of his wages by the day, ſhall keepe tertame Hozſes,to the number of two at 
the leaſt, with furniture conuenient, and -_ alwayes to haue at hand in a readineſſe to run 
me are bꝛought to his hands. He ſhall haue alſo 


with our Packets onely in Poſt, ſo ſooneas the la 
two Bags of Leather at the leaſt, well lined with Bayes oz Cotton, to cary the Packet in, and 


Hoꝛnes to ſound and blow, as oft as he meets company,o2 foure times in euery mile. 
2. UeryPoſt thus furniſhed, ſhall at all houres receiue and tary, oꝛ ſend away all Packets oz 
E Letters bꝛought vnto him, directed foꝛ Our ſpetiall affaires, dated on the outſide, with the 
time and place of their firſt deliuery, and ſubſcribed by the hands of Hur Pꝛintipall Secreta- 
ries, and Maſter # Comptroller generall ofthe Poſtes: and foꝛ matters of the Naute,ozto the Ma- 
ritime Foꝛts vpon the Seacoaſts,o2 pzincipall Poꝛt Townes, by Pur Admirallof England: Foz 
matters ofthe Cinque Poꝛts, by Our warden: Foz matters of Scotland. by Our Treaſurer and 
Setretarie of Scotland: And foꝛ Jreland, by Our Lieutenant there, 2 addꝛeſſed to them in the 
pꝛoper buſineſſe of their plates, oꝛ to the body of Our Councell,from what perſons oz plates what 
ſoeuer: of whole names, and addꝛeſſe onely,the Poſtes ſhall take notice, accozding to the firſt In⸗ 


ſtitution, and oꝛiginall ble of their ſeruite, and of none other. 
3. Very Poſt lo reteiuing Our Packets, diretted and ſubſcribed as aboueſatd, ſhall within one 
E quarter of an houre at the moſtgfter they tome to his hands, diſpatch them away in Poſt, 
aͤnd ſhall runne therewith in Bummer (that is, from the firſt of Apꝛill to the laſt of Sep- 
tember) after leuen miles the houre: and in Winter ( which ſhall be eſteemed the reſt ofthe yeere) 
after ſiue miles the houre at the leaſt, as the wayes affozd and the weather fall out. 

4+ Md that it may appeare from time to time (when, and as offen as it ſhal be required) with 
what care and diligence the leruite is at all hands applied and perfoꝛmed, Cuery Poſt ſhall 

keepe a large and fatre leger paper booke to enter Our Packets in, as they ſhall be brought 

vnto him, with the day of the moneth,houre ofthe day oz night, that they tame firſt to his handes, 
together with the name of him oꝛ them, by whom oꝛ vnto whom they were ſubſcribed and directed, 
taking and entr ing onely ſuch foz Our Packets, as come warranted as afozeſaid,and all others to 


paſſe as by- Letters. 
5 3 Atſtly to the ende that the Poſtes generally may the better attend their ſenerall Sernices, 
and perfoꝛme their dueties in that behaife, Hur pleaſure is, that they and euery ofthem ſhall 
| bꝛooke and enioy the benefiteofall foꝛmer fauours allowed them, Namely, That they and 
their ſeruants be holden free and exempted from all Pꝛeſts and attendances atAlliles, Deſſions, 


Inqueſts and Puſters.
